The members of the regency coun­ 
cil. which will rule during the minor­ 
ity of Prince Michael, son of Prince 
Carol, met with the Bratlano cabinet 
today. 
Premier Bratlano Is expected 
to 
compromise «1th the national peasant 
party, chief supporters of Prince Car­ 
ol, in order to secure their support 
for the regency council, thus guaran­ 
teeing the exclusion of Prince Carol 
from any share in the government.

Flies Into Downtown Garage; 
Resembles One Seen Week Ago

CHICAGO, July 20—Four persons

agitation that has been started in 
New Castle as to identity, the 
large bird that was seen by the 
News Man, a week ago today, in 
the swamp in the eastern part of 
the county, or one of the same 
species, flew into town this morn­ 
ing and entered the Square Deal 
Garage, near the New’s office, lo­ 
cated on Cochran Way, between 
Falls and North streets. 
The bird flew into the garage, 
and then settled on the floor. As 
it hopped around in the building 
it was captured by Ross Freder­ 
ick and Julius Vago, of the gar­ 
age. and a News man was noti­ 
fied. 
The bird was brought to The 
News office 
and is 
being kept 


here temporarily, until it is iden­ 
tified. then it will be liberated 
somewhere out in the country. 
There is a difference of opinion 
on the part of the persons look­ 
ing at the bird today, as to just 
what species it belongs. The News 
man, 
who 
saw 
the 
bird in a 
swamp at a distance, thought it 
was a crane. The bird that flew 
into the garage here this morn­ 
ing, 
while of a 
similar 
type, 
seems to be smaller. It looks like 
a very young bird. It is about two 
feet high, of dark brown gray 
color, has a long pointed beak, 
and long legs. It has long wings 
that would 
reach nearly three 
feet or so from tip to tip, when 
extended. 
Some of those who saw it said 


that it is a heron. Another person 
said that is a type known as a 
bittern, of the heron species. 
At any rate, the unusual flight 
of the bird into the heart of New 
Castle today, following the report 
of one being seen a week ago in 
the eastern edge of the county is 
an unusual coincidence. 
It is 
likely that there 
are a 
number of these 
birds in the 
county at the present time, al­ 
though the species is rare for this 
section.

1 his may be true, but it is accounted for by the fact that 
thf^e women who entered politics soon learned that it is only by 
hard and insistent work that they can gain recognition. 
Too few 
of them have taken enough interest to make it worth the while of 
the men to pa> great attention to the women s wishes. There are 
todav fewer women holding elective offices than there were two 
\ears ago. 
Many of those who hold places of nominal equality on 
committees find they are not consulted upon issues of practical 
importance. However, it is only fair to note that suffrage, after 
all, is a new business for the female half of America.

R O A D S 
California has made an agreeable 
gesture in favor of Senator Breed o 
bills for the perfecting of its high­ 
way system. 
These bills propose to tax gasoline 
3 cents a gallon. 
One cent of this 
three cents is to be spent exclusive­ 
ly for new highways, one cent for 
highway construction and m ainten­ 
ance and the other cent is applicable 
also to highways. 
There is no substitute for good 
roads. They are the basis of a State'?’ 
prosperity. 
They not only enable 
farmers to carry their truck easily, 
but they attract visitors from other 
states. 
No more alluring advertise­ 
m ent can be made than th a t there 
are plenty of good highways over 
which to see the beauties of nature 
California is noted for its high­ 
ways, but of course there is room for 
improvement. 
Good roads take money and they 
take constant 
work. 
No 
highway 
keeps itself. 
No pavement can en­ 
dure in good order unless it is being 
constantly repaired. 
There is not as much repairing 
necessary on the Pacific Coast else­ 
where in the country because there 
are no successive thawings and frost 
with which to break up the surface 
of the pavement. No m atter how bad 
the weather may be overhead 
the 
roads are always passable. 
Civilization means good roads. 
It 
is not enough to have a complete 
railway system. These railways need 
feeders and good highways ought to 
be carried into every 
part 
of 
the 
country. 
Much has been done recently to al­ 
leviate conditions of country life, to 
relieve its isolation and to make it 
more habitable 
Not the telephone, r.or the radio,

POULTRY FINANCIERS 
OF WORLD COMING 
FOR CANADA MEET 


Exclusive Central Press Dispatch to 
New CasUe News. 
OTTAWA, Can., July 20—Poultry 
fanciers from all parts of the world, 
Including nearly 3,000 from the Unit­ 
ed States, are to gather at Ottawa, 
capital city of the dominion, July 27 
to August 4, for the World’s Poultry 
Congress. 
The gathering is the first since 
1924, when the congress was held at 
Barcelona, Spain. The Canadian gov­ 
ernment experts who attended it now 
are forming committees of arrange­ 
ment for the coming meeting, and 
| Dr. J H. Grisdale of Ottawa, Cana­ 
dian deputy minister of agriculture, 
has been chosen chairman. With Ed­ 
ward 
Brown of London, England, 
president of the congress, he is work­ 
ing out the details for what is ex­ 
pected to be the largest gathering in 
the history of the organization. 
Governments Help. 
The Canadian government has al­ 
lotted $250,000 to assist the congress 
and to erect some new buildings for 
(the exhibits. 
The United States is 
spending $2 0 ,0 0 0 for a national ex­ 
hibit, and William M. Jardine, U. S. j 
secretary of agriculture, will be pres- ! 
ent to officially represent his country. 
Three kings, George of England.) 
Albert of Belgium and Alfonso of 
Spain, together with the Prince of 
Wales are included among the ex­ 
hibitors. 
United States and Canadian ex- * 
perts, in particular, are expected to 
present some interesting results of 
experiments in poultry breeding, egg- 
laying and the combatting of dis­ 
ease, during the meeting. The great- 1 
est battles for the trophies have been 
predicted as between the Unitd States 
and British entries. 
In Many Languages. 
English and French will be the of­ 
ficially recognized languages for all 
the business sessions, 
but a large 
corps of linguists from various Cana­ 
dian government departments will be 
on hand to aid the exhibitors from 
other nations. 
The sessions will be opened by Vis­ 
count Willingdon, governor general 
of Canada, as the official representa­ 
tive of King George.

Although Ferdinand had been suf­ 
fering from a malignant growth for 
a long time his condition did not be­ 
come serious until last year while 
Queen Marie was visiting the United 
States. A hurry call was sent to her 
to return home. 
In the meantime specialists were 
summoned to Bucharest from Paris. 
Radium treatment was administered 
and the king responded temporarily, 
but later his condition became worse 
Within the past few weeks Ferdi­ 
nand sank rapidly and his death was 
expected. 
Parliament Convenes. 
Parliament was convening today, 1 
prepared to administer the oath of 
regency to the council of regents 
when the news of the king’s death 
was transmitted officially. 
The regent council which will rule 
the country during the minority of 
Prince Michael, is constituted of Pa­ 
triarch Miron, Chief Justice Busdu- 
gan of the supreme court and Prince 
Nicholas. However, it is believed here 
that steps will be taken to revise this 
council and to give Premier Bratiano 
and the minister of war places in the 
regency. 
Measures are understood to have 
been taken to prevent the entry of 
Prince Carol into Roumania. 
Thus far there have been no pub­ 
lic demonstrations, although crowds 
have gathered about the royal palace 
in Sinaia. 
Soldiers in the Bucharest garrison ; 
are being held in quarters in the 
event of an emergency. 
Only two of the Bucharest news- 
papers issued extra editions on the 
king’s death. 
The Dimineatza and 
Universul issued extras announcing 
the death of the king and calling on 
the nation to give its loyalty to the 
new' king and the regency. 
The king’s last official function was 
carried out yesterday when he con­ 
ferred with Premier Bratiano and was 
advised that the Bratiano government 
had a safe majority in the new par­ 
liament. 
Last of Hohenzollerns. 
King Ferdinand of Roumania was 
the last member of the house of Ho-1 
henzollem to occupy an important 
throne. 
He also was perhaps the 
most unhappy member of that once 
reigning house. 
Although the Roumanian throne is 
hereditary, passing from father to 
son, Ferdinand was elected, not born 
to the throne. 
Born in 1865, the 
nephew of King Carol of Roumania, 
Ferdinand was designated by Rouma- I 
nian senate in 1899 the crown prince 
and heir to the throne. 
The selec­ 
tion was approved later by the Rou- I 
manian chamber of deputies. 
Ferdinand was the hand-picked se­ 
lection of a coterie of politicians who. 
at the end of the 19th century, were 
in power in Roumania, and during 
the years prior to his accession to the 
throne was dominated completely by 
these politicians. 
This domination 
followed Ferdinand through his years 
as reigning sovereign, and was one of ' 
the unhappy influences in his life. 
Prince Carol, who renounced his 
rights to the Roumanian throne to 
reside in Paris, said recently of King 
Ferdinand: 
“My father, when he was made heir 
to the throne, was never allowed to 
think for himself, and even to this 
day he takes long times in making 
decisions, for he is inclined to ponder 
and consult.” 
Prince Ferdinand married Princess 
Marie of 8 axe-Coburg and Gotha on 
January 10, 1893. and thus contracted 
another dominating influence. It has 
been no secret that the queen has 
been one of the strongest forces be­ 
hind the Roumanian 
throne 
since 
Ferdinand’s and her accession on Oc­ 
tober 1 1, 1914. 
The king’s rule has been fraught 
with internal strife and dissension, 
and the first four years of his reign 
were amid the holocaust of the World 
war. 
His country began to approach 
prosperity only when he faced death. 
Ferdinand always has been described 
as a well-mannered, kindly man, who ■ 
has lived under overshadowing in- j 
fluences which have made his life an 
unhappy one.

Purdue University Professor

BTATE COLLEGE, Pa . July 20 — 
A vision of great air liners, capable 
of carrying hundreds 
of 
tons 
of 
freight, held up by helium gas was 
draw n by Dr. R. B Moore, dean of 
science a t Purdue University before 
the American Chemical Society in 
•eeaion here today. 
Most people do not realize the com­ 
mercial possibilities of airships filled 
with helium, Dr. Moore stated. 
The 
wreck of the Shenandoah and other 
sim ilar accidents have caused the de­ 
velopment of th a t type craft to be 
negligible, he said. 
“Development of airships today is 
In about the same stage as develop­ 
m ent of the airplane was at the be­ 
ginning of the war/* Moore said. 
Even though one airship cost $4,* 
000.000. Moore said the government 
would profit by constructing more of 
them than cruisers. 
He cited figures 
of the world war to show th a t one 
airship was worth more than six fast 
scouting cruisers each of which would 
cost the government $10.000,000. 
Moore said th at a few ships would 
have to be lost before a suitable type 
could be developed. B ut insisted th at 
If the government would construct 10 
airships a t intervals of one year at 
an approxim ate cost of $4,000,000 each, 
the results obtained would undoubt­ 
edly make airship transportation one 
of the most im portant methods of the 
present day. 
The advantage of using helium gas, 
Moore said, was Its non-inflam m able 
qualities. 
He pointed out th a t the 
United States controls the only known 
helium supplies of any great quantity 
In the world. 
Formerly helium gas 
was worth $1,600 a cubic foot. Moore 
stated, but now the government can 
•ecure the same gas at a fraction more 
than 2 cents a cubic foot.

thorities in charge of the various de­ 
partments, and the board has adopted 
the latest ideas so far as they have 
been tried and proven successful af­ 
ter continued use. 
The mechanical equipment of the 
building has been designed from an 
efficiency point of view'. Bids have

T hat 
eleven dependent 
children 
were placed in private homes, fifteen 
taken to Morganza, one sent to the 
W arren Insane Asylum, during 1926, 
was the report of J. M. Dunlap, pro­ 
bation officer of Lawrence county at 
a meeting of the Kiwanis club, held 
in the Y. M. C. A. dining room at 
noon today. 
“The wards of a juvenile court was 
the subject of Mr. Dunlap’s address. 
In his talk he divided children into 
three classes: Those whose home con­ 
ditions are bad, so th a t they must 
be removed at once from their envir­ 
onment; those who are incorrigible; 
and those who are endangering pub­ 
lic safety. 
“Each case must be dealth with 
separately,” said Mr. Dunlap, “Since 
each case presents different circum­ 
stances to the officers.” 
He further stated th a t for the first 
offences the children were placed on 
probation, either under their parents, 
some responsible party, or directly 
under the probation officer. 
The duties of the probation officer 
were then outlined. He m ust investi­ 
gate each case before it is brought 
into court, and forcast the probabili­ 
ties of the child’s future. Then he 
recommends the course which the 
court should take. 
Of the cases of incorrigibility which 
come before the courts, 98% are from 
the cities, and of these, 90% are chil­ 
dren who come from foreign families. 
After the luncheon, Sam Lewis lead 
the singing, and, upon numerous re­ 
quests, favoured the club with two 
solos: “Believe Me if all those En­ 
dearing Young Charms,” and “Sweet 
and Low ”. The Rev. C. J. Williamson 
then introduced the speaker, after 
10% which the meeting was adjourned by 
singing the Star Spangled Banner.

other regulations’*. Rep. Turner said. 
The solon reviewed government con­ 
trol of aeronautics, pointing out that 
as comprehensive as is the federal 
legislation, there still remain two very 
important spheres that cannot be 
touched by such legislation. 
’It was still possible, without state 
regulation, for an aviator to fly a 
plane within the limits of the state of 
Pennsylvania without a federal li­ 
cense for the plane or for himself/’ 
Rep. Turner said. “And there was no 
regulation of air ports and landing 
fields.” 
Tracing the origin of the Turner 
Aeronautics bill. Rep. Turner turned 
to municipal airports, which he felt 
will spring up in all parts of the state, 
because of the dependence for safety 
in the air on convenient and adequate 
landing places. 
"It may be seen that since these air­ 
ports are essential, the Pennsylvania 
¿ecrtslation providing a commission

that can foster and develop landing 
fields, is a step in the right direction, 
and is commendable” he said. “With 
the knowledge of the usual manner in 
which the American public take up 
any venture of this kind, we (the 
sponsors of the Turner bill) believed 
that there was danger of waste and 
inefficiency in the building of muni­ 
cipal fields by the municipalities. 
They might have no relation to the 
necessities, and considerable money 
might thus be wasted, that could far 
better be spent in proper directions 
in a way to benefit aeronautics. 
“In addition the building of air­ 
ports with adequate facilities for re­ 
pairs. storage and so forth, runs into 
considerable figures, and it is doubt­ 
ful whether there are many munici­ 
palities in the state of Pennsylvania 
which can afford to build and main­ 
tain such fields. It may therefore be 
necessary in the future for the 3tate 
to undertake some such program.” 
“However, if these fields are as es­ 
sential to the promotion of aviation 
as has been stated, then they are to 
the airplanes what good roads are to 
the automobile. And if the state has 
deemed it wise to promote motor 
transportation to build roads, and 
have found it necessary to expend 
millions of dollars in these improve­ 
ments. certainly in a very few years, 
with the increase of air transporta­ 
tion, it will be found necessary for 
the state to consider some rich pro­ 
gram in reference to airports and 
landing fields,” Rep. Turner said. 
The Pennsylvania Aeronautics act, 
he said, was the first attempt to sup­ 
plement the federal air act of 1926, 
and to make state legislation and its 
regulations dovetail with the plans 
of the department of commerce. 
‘The Turner bill does two things— 
first, gives to the department of in­ 
ternal affairs the licensing and reg­ 
ulation of airplanes, pilots and muni­ 
cipal airports and landing fields; and 
secondly, creates an advisory board 
or commission to foster and promote 
aviation. The chairman of the com­ 
mission is the secretary of the de­ 
partment of internal affairs, to which 
department is given the regulatory 
powers. The balance of the commis­ 
sion is composed of a member of the 
public service commission, the chief 
flying officer of the national guard, 
and four others appointed by the 
governor. 
‘‘The reasons for having a member 
of the public service commission lie 
in the fact that as transportation of 
persons and freight comes, it will be 
performed either by existing trans­ 
portation companies, or by new con­ 
cerns, that will ejiter this field and 
undoubtedly regulation will either 
come under« the present public ser­ 
vice commission or some other pro­ 
vided by the legislature.”

WINDSOR, Ontario, July 20.—Hav­ 
ing leaped in the seven years since 
American prohibition became a law, 
from one of the smallest to the front 
rank of Canadian export centers, 
Windsor remains withal a city of cash 
payments. 
Credit is almost an un- 
know quantity among the rum trad­ 
ers whose operations constitute the 
gravest menace to effective prohibi­ 
tion 
enforcement 
throughout 
the 
I northeastern quarter of the United 
States. 
In 1912, Canadian exports through 
Windsor aggregated a little less than 
$5.000.000. 
The 1926 exports were 
slightly more than $51,000.000. 
The 
figures are from the official records 
of the Windsor revenue office. 
Rum row’s code of business ethics 
is epitomized by a crudly lettered pla­ 
card displayed conspicuously in one 
of the principal waterfront eating 
places of the “exporters.” 
In huge 
red letters against a glossy white 
background it proclaims: 
“We have an arrangement with the 
banks whereby we will cash no checks 
and they will sell no soup.” 
The Canadian federal and provin­ 
cial government realize approximately 
$20.00 revenue from every case of 11- 
' quor which clears their ports. 
Be­ 
cause most of the American consign­ 
ments are billed originally to non- 
American ports, it is impossible to de­ 
termine from the official records 
what quantities of beer, ale, wines and 
hard liquors clear to the thrist cen­ 
ters of the United States from Wind­ 
sor. 
A. E. Nash, auditor of the Foyal 
Commission of Canada, which inves­ 
tigated recently smuggling operations 
along the International border, is au­ 
thority for the statement that 80 per 
• cent of all the beer and 60 per cent 
of all the whiskey made In Canada 
for export reached the United States 
last year through Windsor. 
Under the existing rum treaty be­ 
tween the Ottawa and Washington 
governments. Canada is obligated to 
use every effort to curb the flow of 
American gold over the international 
line. 
Her efforts in this direction, 
however, 
have 
been 
handicapped 
grieviously thus far by the fact that 
the Canadian royal mounted police, 
charged with the enforcement of the 
treaty provisions, wear, as a part of 
the traditional uniform, brilliant red 
tunics which, on days of high visi­ 
bility may be seen even from the 
American shore. 
“Potatoes” are Canada's principal 
export to Detroit through this thriv- 1 
ing gateway. 
Great quantities of 
“rush - per isha bles, ” are also cleared. 
Between 75 and 100 cars of exoprts 
are run through the Michigan Central 
tunnel under the Detroit river every 
twenty-four hours. Actual inspection; 
of every car would require an Ameri­ 
can customs staff of 50 men in the 
railroad yards alone, according to rail 
officials. The present inspection sys- j 
tem is to pick a car here and there at 
random in each train. 
Windsor bankers decline to reveal 
how much of their new bank deposits 
is the property of exporters to th e ; 
Detroit market. In one bank, how­ 
ever, the account of one of the larg­ 
est shippers showed deposits of $271,- 
000 in ten days early in July.
